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Continuation of 11 does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The response argues that the present invention 
dislcoses a method of making replicatable RNA templates which have a high affinity to a heterogeneous target through iterative steps. 
The response tries to distinguish Brown and Chen from the instant claims by stating that the target molecules are covalently linked to a 
polymerase. Upon review of the claims, the claims do not appear to require covalent linkage. Further, the claims do not appear to 
require that the target is actually a part of the polymerase. The claim is directed to "a target that is bound to or incorporated in said RNA 
polymerase." This does not require covalent bonding or even that they are one, since bonding is so broad and incorporated in does not 
require that they are one. Claim 13 requires the target is covalently bonded to said catalytic entity, however, Brown and Chen teach the 
elements of the target QB repliase are covalently bound to each other, thus, the target is covalently bonded to the catalytic entity. .
